Project Description: Conditional Use Permit No. 2018-04 for the construction, use and
maintenance of a proposed new automotive fueling station (automobile service station
category) with a 3,180 square foot canopy, 12 fuel dispensing stations, and 12 parking
stalls; a 2,588 square foot convenience market; and an approximately 4,600 square foot
automated carwash with approximately 23 drying stations. The site is presently
undeveloped and bounded by East Imperial Highway and Fernwood Avenue to the north,
the Glenn Anderson (105) Freeway to the south, and vacant/undeveloped land to the east.
The subject site is zoned West Town Center Neighborhood (Lynwood Transit Area
Specific Plan). The proposed hours of operation are 24-hours / seven-(7) days a week.
A Parcel Map is in process to merge and subdivide three-(3) existing parcels into two-(2)
parcels. The entire site consists of 73,811 square feet (1.69 acres).

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT the City of Lynwood proposes to adopt an IS/MND for
the above-referenced project. The IS/MND is based on the finding that although the
proposed project could have a significant effect on the environment, there will not be a
significant effect in this case because revisions on the project have been made by or
agreed to by the project proponent. A MITIGATED NEGATIVE DECLARATION will be
prepared. The reasons to support such a finding are documented in the Initial Study
prepared by the City.
